New recycling scheme for car 
parts to help reduce fly-tipping 


SOMERSET residents can now take vehicle parts 
to 10 recycling sites for the first time. 

Residents can have parts recycled at sites in 
Bridgwater (Saltlands), Chard, Frome, High- 
bridge, Minehead, Street, Taunton (Priorswood), 
Wellington (Poole), Williton and Yeovil. 

The new chargeable service is expected to help 
mainly car, motorcycle and mobile home enthu¬ 
siasts who do their own repairs and improve¬ 
ments. 

Costs for single components, such as an un¬ 
rimmed car tyre, start at £3.50, many small parts 
are at £4.20 per item, with prices up to £103.80 
for an under body structure. 

The full list of vehicle parts taken and their costs 
can be found on the Somerset Waste Partnership 
(SWP) website or in a leaflet from one of the 10 
recycling sites. 

It is hoped that by making it easier and more 
convenient to recycle or dispose of vehicle parts, 
the improved service will also discourage fly-tip- 
ping. 

Anyone with vehicle parts should contact site 
staff when they arrive to check costs, pay by cash, 
cheque or card, and receive their receipt. 

Before being brought to a site, items that 
would usually contain fuel, water, lubricants or 
other fluids must be drained, and those that 
might contain an electrical charge must be dis¬ 
charged. 

A few vehicle parts will not be taken. Because 
of their small explosive charges, airbags, items 
containing airbags - from steering wheels and 
dashboards to seats and upholstery - and seat

belt tensioners or belt assemblies containing 
tensioners cannot be accepted. 

Also not accepted are items that contain or 
could contain asbestos, such as brake pads or 
clutch assemblies.These must be double bagged 
in plastic and sealed before being deposited 
without a charge at one of seven Somerset sites 
that accept asbestos: Bridgwater (Saltlands), 
Frome, Highbridge, Minehead, Street, Taunton 
(Priorswood), and Yeovil. 

Although vehicle parts are not classified as 
household waste, the changes to accept them at 
household recycling centres have been agreed 
by Somerset Waste Partnership (SWP) and site 
operator Viridor with the Environment Agency, 
which licence such waste facilities. 

With Bridgwater, Frome, Minehead, Taunton 
and Yeovil sites open seven days a week Bam to 
4pm, Chard and Highbridge's Tuesday-Wednes- 
day closure, and Street, Wellington and Williton's 
Thursday to Friday closure, on any day at least 
seven sites will accept vehicle parts. 

A SWP spokesperson said: "As we continue to 
build a comprehensive and cost effective range 
of waste services for local people, this is an im¬ 
portant improvement and extension of the assis¬ 
tance residents can expect in recycling or 
disposing of their waste safely and correctly." 

Vehicle parts recycling or disposal is not avail¬ 
able to businesses or traders. 

Residents who need further guidance on what 
vehicle parts are accepted and the charges 
should ask staff at one of the 10 recycling centres 
or check: www.somersetwaste.gov.uk

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NHS praised for coping with high winter demand MP praises Yeovil Town FC

THE hard work and commitment of 
front-line NHS staff dealing with un- 
presedented demand over the Christmas 
and the New Year was commended this 
week by Somerset Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group, the GP body responsible for 
the planning and funding of Somerset's 
health services. 

Communities across Somerset were also thanked 
for their willingness to help the most vulnerable in 
the community, particularly the frail elderly who 
can be particularly prone to bouts of ill health 
which may need the support of the emergency or 
urgent care services. 

Accident and Emergency Departments at Yeovil 
District Hospital and Taunton's Musgrove Park 
Hospital coped well throughout December despite 
reporting higher than usual numbers of patients 
needing to be admitted. 

Somerset Partnership NHS Foundation Trust's 
community hospital staff, their Minor Injury Units 
and their community nurses also managed to cope 
with the demand, which was significantly higher 
than the same period last year. 

The South Western Ambulance Service saw 
amongst the biggest rise in demand, reporting a 38 
per cent increase in the number of incidents re¬ 
sponded to over the weekend following Christmas 
and Boxing Day. 

Dr Ed Ford, a Minehead GP and urgent care lead 
with Somerset Clinical Commissioning Group, 
commented; “Before, during and after this Christ¬ 
mas and New Year holiday GPs and NHS staff 
have been feeling the pressure of seeing many 
more patients in need of emergency or urgent 
health care services. It is a tribute to the close col¬ 
laborative working between all the parts of the 
Somerset health community that we have been 
able to both meet this extra demand and maintain 
the high quality of care that patients and their rel¬ 
atives have come to expect. 

“Local people, particularly in the county’s many 
smaller, rural communities, have also been heed¬ 
ing the call to look out for well being of their eld¬ 
erly and vulnerable neighbours. The combined 
effect of what may seem just small acts of kind¬ 
ness and community spirit can have a big impact 
upon service demand and this is sincerely appre¬ 
ciated by NHS staff across the county.” 

Musgrove Park Hospital’s director of nursing, 
Carol Dight, said: “We plan for periods of high de¬ 
mand such as this to try to ensure that we can pro¬ 
vide high quality, safe care to all patients needing 
to come to our hospital; however, in recent weeks 
we have seen more patients that we predicted 
which has significantly increase the pressure on 
the hospital. 

“Our teams across the hospital are working flex¬ 
ibly and tirelessly to ensure that we continue to be 
able to provide appropriate care and treatment to 


everyone coming to the hospital; and our perform¬ 
ance levels, in this time of extreme pressure, are a 
real testament to just how hard they are working 
to achieve that.” 

Director of nursing at Yeovil Hospital, Helen 
Ryan, added; “Staff at our hospital are working ex¬ 
tremely hard to ensure we continue to provide ac¬ 
cess to good, safe care during this very busy 
period. We hope people will support their local 
hospital by making the best use of the available 
range of NHS services and by being patient should 
they or a loved one require our help”. 

Sue Balcombe, director of nursing and patient 
safety at Somerset Partnership NHS Foundation 
Trust commented; “The last few weeks have seen 
unusually high level of pressure on health services 
and our local acute and community hospitals as 
well as district nursing, independent living teams 
and other community teams have been fully 
stretched to meet the demands on their services. 

“Somerset Partnership continues to work with 
colleagues in acute, primary and social care to 
make sure patients are cared for as effectively and 
safely as possible in these challenging circum¬ 
stances, and I would pay tribute to the commit¬ 
ment and compassion of all our staff who have 
worked - and continue to work - so hard over the 
Christmas and New Year period.” 

Pressure still on 

The pressure upon local health services is not 
over. Local hospital trusts have had to cancel a 
number of routine hospital appointments and op¬ 
erations as a consequence of the high number of 
emergency admissions. 

High demand upon community hospital beds has 
also led to some patients and their relatives to be 
advised that their choice of community hospital to 
be discharged to may be more limited. 

With demand for emergency and urgent health 
care services still at seasonally high levels the pub¬ 
lic are still being asked to help themselves and the 
NHS by getting the right treatment. This includes 
the following; 

• Self-help and pharmacy - This includes treat¬ 
ing minor ailments and illness yourself or making 
use of your local pharmacist for advice and sup¬ 
port with common ailments and illness. 

• NHS 111 - If you do not know what health serv¬ 
ice you need for your level of illness just telephone 
the 111 NHS helpline. The 24 hour service is free 
to call from landline or mobile and call handler 
will signpost you to the service which best meets 
your needs. 

• Minor Injury Unit - The service will also tell 
you how to find your nearest Minor Injury Unit, 
emergency dentist, or late night pharmacist and 
much more. Alternatively look online for health 
advice and support on the NHS Choices web site 
at; www.nhs.uk 

• GP surgery - If you have been ill for a few days 
or have symptoms which don't symptoms which

PEOPLE are being reminded to have their say on pro¬ 
posed changes to Somerset County Council’s Library 
Services, as the consultation enters its final week. 

Nearly 3,000 people have been in touch with the 
County Council online and in person at a number of ses¬ 
sions held in Somerset Libraries to give their views on 
the proposed plans. 

They were able to share their opinions on several pro¬ 
posed changes. None of the proposals will see any li¬ 
brary buildings closing but, along with internal 
non-customer-facing changes, would save the authority 
nearly £500,000. These savings will help the Council 
to continue to protect the most vulnerable in our soci¬ 
ety. 

Proposals include seeing wi-fi installed in all libraries 
across the county, outreach services expanded for those 
who cannot visit a library, phasing out the lending of 
CDs, making changes to how the Performing Arts Li¬ 
brary Service is delivered and introducing criteria for 
mobile library visits. A number of internal changes to 
the management of the library service will also con¬ 
tribute to the savings.

Prospective MP calls for Chard 
Junction station to be reopened 


SOMERSET county councillor and 
prospective Conservative MP for the Yeovil 
constituency, Marcus Fysh, has called for 
upgrades to local rail infrastructure that will 
improve connections and economic oppor¬ 
tunities. 

Mr Eysh said: “Improving our local infra¬ 
structure is crucial to our quality of life as 
well as the healthy economy we need to pro¬ 
vide the jobs and opportunities for ourselves 
and our children. That's why investing in 
rail transport is a key part of my plan for our 
area. 

“It's why I've been pushing hard with Con¬ 
servative rail minister Claire Perry and the 
train operators to get more investment in our 
local rail system, to make it more resilient 
and to provide more local opportunities, 
with a focus on upgrading Yeovil's connec¬ 
tions and getting Chard Junction reopened. 

“It has always seemed a missed opportu¬ 
nity to me that the Weymouth-Bristol and 
Exeter-London lines are no longer con¬ 
nected by rail services that give direct con¬ 


nections to onward destinations, given the 
connecting line is still there between Yeovil 
Pen Mill and Yeovil Junction. There are sev¬ 
eral obvious benefits of reconnecting them, 
including enabling commuters from Sher¬ 
borne, Crewkerne and beyond to come into 
Yeovil by train with smart scheduling and 
more frequent services. 

Alternative for commuters 

“These improvements would help take 
pressure off the A30 at Babylon Hill and its 
junction with Lyde Road that gets so con¬ 
gested especially at rush hour. There's more 
to do to solve that traffic problem, as the 
business park just across the border in 
Dorset is badly designed for parking and in¬ 
terferes with the operation of the round¬ 
abouts at the bottom of Babylon Hill, and 
when it's really bad the Lyde Road round¬ 
about descends into gridlock too. Giving 
commuters an alternative is a start. 

“Reconnecting Yeovil Pen Mill and the 
London line could enable those within 
walking distance of Yeovil Pen Mill to 


travel directly to the stations on the Exeter- 
London line. That is crucial in my view to 
help revitalize the eastern part of Yeovil, be¬ 
cause it will make it a more convenient 
place to live or site a business, for all the 
shopping and employment opportunities of 
Yeovil as well as its connections to places 
beyond. 

“Getting Chard Junction reopened is also 
a crucial step in improving Chard's connec¬ 
tions and prospects in a similar way, includ¬ 
ing that of regenerating the industrial park 
which looks sadly like it will lose Dairy 
Crest. Both the immediate Chard Junction 
area and the town of Chard would benefit 
from more visitor traffic and the ability to 
travel out by rail. 

“Making our town centres and market 
towns more attractive and convenient places 
to live and visit should help get them the in¬ 
vestment and regeneration they need. That's 
why I've been so keen to see this happen, as 
part of my plan to revitalize them.” 


County running consultation to help manage and improve rights of way 


SOMERSET County Council is seeking views on a draft improve¬ 
ment plan that sets out how it will manage and improve public 
rights of way across Somerset. 

The county council maintains more than 6,000km of footpaths, 
bridleways and byways, collectively known as rights of way. The 
improvement plan sets out how the council will continue to de¬ 
velop this network with partners and private landowners. 

The existing network of public rights of way dates back over 60 
years and in many areas there has been little change. In other 
places, the landscape has changed and people use rights of way 


more often for leisure activities. 

Somerset County Council and other landowners and agencies 
want to provide a network of routes that meets the current and 
future needs of both residents and visitors to Somerset, achieved 
within the current legal framework and within limited resources. 
Views are being sought on the priorities and actions that are de¬ 
tailed in the draft improvement plan. 

Councillor Harvey Siggs, Somerset County Council's cabinet 
member with responsibility for rights of way, said: "The public 
rights of way network is key to enabling residents and visitors alike 


to access services and enjoy the beauty of Somerset's diverse nat¬ 
ural and built environment.This plan aims to help us to agree our 
priorities to make Somerset a choice destination for enjoyable 
walking, riding and cycling.

Exposure to ultra¬ 
violet radiation ages the skin more quickly, but 
eating dark chocolate has been shown to help 
protect the skin against the harmful effects of 
ultraviolet exposure, says Ficek. 

RED WINE: You may know that red wine can 
be good for the heart, but the same antioxi¬ 
dants and nutrients which help to fight heart 
disease by protecting the lining of blood 
vessels also fight signs of aging, says Ficek. 
One of the most recognized anti-aging com¬ 
ponents found in red wine is an antioxidant 
called resveratrol—studies have shown that 
resveratrol may help prevent blood clots and 
decrease inflammation within the body. 

GREEK YOGURT: Yogurt makes a wise 
addition to most diets, but Greek yogurt is 
especially beneficial due to its high protein 
content, which can be twice as much as 
other yogurts, says Wendy Lewis of Beauty in 
the Bag.

“The results of the therapy we offer 
range from better speech and com¬ 
munication, fewer incidents of melt¬ 
down and negative behaviour and 
improved memory and attention 
span, which results in positive out¬ 
comes in many areas of daily life. 

“Siblings often find life difficult at 


home and at school and by having 
their own session they are able to ‘be 
themselves’, whilst their parents can 
benefit from a relaxing, non-judge- 
mental environment - they can par¬ 
ticipate in the activities, have their 
own time with a horse, go for a walk 
or even go to sleep - whatever is 
needed to help them regain their 
equilibrium.” 

Ron added: “We have been de¬

In addition to providing 
help for our local hospital, we are 
very much part of the community, 
aiding those who are are sick, dis¬ 
abled or infirm.

THIS was another outstanding game 
to watch if you were a neutral but it 
was a nightmare occasion for the 
home supporters who saw their team 
miss a penalty opportunity in the last 
few minutes which would have given 
their side a second win on the trot. 

As it was Chard had to settle for 
just a losing bonus point as they were 
less than seven points between the 
sides at the finish 

Chard won possession straight 
from the kick off and the forwards 
showed their intent by driving Ox¬ 
ford back to their own line. 

The visitors were forced to give 
away a penalty which Mike Lawton 
successfully kicked to put Chard in 
front. 

Within minutes the hosts had given 
up their advantage when, despite 
having several chances to clear their 
lines, they again were caught out try¬ 
ing to run the ball out of their own 22 
metre area. 

As has been the case so often this

A LOT has been writted about how close Yeovil 
Town could have come to an FA Cup upset had 
Kieffer Moore taken the gilt-edged chance that 
came his way to put the Glovers ahead ten min¬ 
utes into the second half of Sunday’s high-profile 
third round tie. 

Or indeed the Joe Edwards header that £59m 
Angel de Maria headed off his goal line in the 
72nd minute that would have cancelled out Ander 
Herrera’s magnificent opening goal. 

Yes it would have been wonderful, but the re¬ 
ality is that despite a superb all-round perform¬ 
ance by each and every Yeovil player, at no time 
did they threaten to cause what would have been 
another giant killing act. 

Despite being led by England’s captain Wayne 
Rooney, and including such superstars as 
Radamel Ealcao and Herrera, bolstered in the 
second half by Juan Mata and Di Maria, the Man¬ 


chester United defence looked vulnerable .How¬ 
ever the facts were that the Moore and Edwards’ 
efforts were the only real chances they created. 

LACK OF GOALS 

Eive goals from 12 home league games tells its 
own story, and whilst you could argue that to 
have two chances against the third best team in 
the Premiership is good going, I never anticipated 
Yeovil could upset the form book. 

I could also say that based on the recent home 
performances against fellow relegation candi¬ 
dates Colchester United and Leyton Orient I was 
expecting a score equivalent to the last meeting 
of the sides some 50 years ago (8-0), but my the¬ 
ory that some players were holding back to en¬ 
sure they avoided injury before the big day was 
proved correct with a superb display . 

Erom the first whistle they closed United down, 
harrying and not allowing the opposition time on 
the ball as they did successfully in the Champi¬ 
onship last season. 


WORLD CLASS PASS 

They only conceded a second goal in the dying 
seconds of normal time when, with Yeovil 
swarming around David de Gea’s goal in a last 
ditch attempt at an equaliser, Rooney produced 
his one real good pass; a magnificent sweeping 
ball from the edge of his own area over the head 
of last man Simon Gillett which allowed Di 
Maria to race clear and exquisitely beat Jed Steer 
in an one-on-one. 

Moore, back from injury was aggressive, his 
height causing the Reds defence a lot of prob¬ 
lems, whilst Nathan Smith, who I would have 
failed to even give a mark to in his last two games 
so inept has his displays been, like the rest 
worked like a Trojan. 

A fierce critic of Moore in the past, my percep¬ 
tion of him increased greatly when, despite the 
disappointment, he still went before the cameras 
after the game to talk about his big opportunity 
in front of goal. I don’t thi nk had he scored that 


it would have made much difference in the end. 

I was very disappointed by Manchester United 
who despite the millions of pounds spent on top 
players - they were all present except Robin van 
Persie - if that is Premiership class then the hype 
about it being the best league in the world doesn’t 
make sense. 

Having worried that Yeovil’s performance be¬ 
fore the tie would suffer as a result, which was 
proved by two putrid home results; the Colch¬ 
ester game the worst I have seen at Yeovil for 
many a year; the team has proved that they are 
better players than they have shown so far this 
season. 

IMPROVED LEAGUE

They need to think hard about their perform¬ 
ance on Sunday and realise they need to produce 
this week in, week out in the league, or they 
could well be looking for new jobs in the summer 
if the Glovers are relegated.

Saturday, January 3rd (at Misterton) 
BARRINGTON continued their seem¬ 
ingly inevitable march to an unprece¬ 
dented quartet of trophies with victory 
over a plucky Netherbury side at Mis¬ 
terton on Saturday. 

Both teams came into the game in 
magnificent form with Barrington un¬ 
beaten all season and Netherbury hav¬ 
ing won their last eight on the spin. 

The PSDL officials'decision to stage 
the game at Misterton was fully justi¬ 
fied with the vast majority of other 
matches in the region washed out and 
the Unity Lane surface in decent shape. 

Barrington took the game to the Am¬ 
bers from the off. In the first minute 
pacey front man Tom Perry fired into 
the side netting.Then centre-back Sam 
Spurway showed great technique to 
chest the ball down before swivelling 
well and forcing a fine low save from 
keeper Rob Harp. 



There was an early set-back when the 
injury blighted Ian Masters was forced 
off with a reoccuring knee injury which 
may well keep him out for the remain¬ 
der of the season. 

Steve Burke entered the fray and 
Harp was soon in action again going 
full stretch to turn a Guy Dare shot 
around the post. 

But the parity couldn't last and it was 
no surprise in the 17th minute when 
impressive left-back Dan Rolandson 
skipped over a couple of challenges 
before reaching the byline and cross¬ 
ing for Perry to slot the ball home. 

At this stage Netherbury were largely 
limited to efforts from corner kicks 
which were dealt with well by Barring¬ 
ton keeper-captain Mark Cullen, Spur¬ 
way and his centre-back partner Mike 


Whitefied who was later adjudged 
MoM. 

The lead was doubled Just before the 
half-hour when referee Chris Emmer- 
son, officiating in his first PSDL cup final 
spotted a trip by Netherbury full-back 
Christian Steward on Perry, and top- 
scorer Andy Whitefield smashed the re¬ 
sulting penalty kick high into the net 
for his 23rd goal of the season. 

Netherbury then finally began to 
force their way into the game. A swift 
counter attack down the left wing fol¬ 
lowing a Barrington corner saw Chris 
Symes have a shot blocked by Cullen. 

Soon after this a flick on reached the 
unmarked Mark Cuff unmarked at the 
back stick but his header from six yards 
lacked power. 

Just before the break Tom Franklin 
fired a drive from the corner of the box 
which was well saved by Cullen. 

There was a rash of bookings Just 
around the interval with Mike White- 
field, Perry and James Thompson all 
finding themselves in referee Emmer- 
son's book in a short space of time. And 
the mounting number of cautions were 
to prove crucial later in the match. 

Barrington were slow out of the 
blocks after the turnaround and the 
Ambers sensed a chance to force their 
way back into a game that had seemed 
to be lost. 

Cuff had a close range back heel 
blocked and striker Ryan Gall was de¬ 
nied by a fine last ditch tackle by Mike 
Whitefield. 

They grabbed a lifeline their head of 
steam deserved on the hour when a 
close range shot from Ryan Gay was 
handed on the line and Franklin coolly 
side-footed home from 12 yards. 

This was the first goal Barrington had 
conceded in more than six hours of 
competetive football. 

But hopes of completing a stirring 
fightback were ended four minutes 
later when Ambers' defender Nathan 
Goldstone was dismissed after receiv¬ 
ing a second yellow card. 

The result was confirmed in the 68th 
minute when a long throw-in was 
flicked home by a near post header 
from Simon Cherry. 

Dare went close to rubbing salt into 
the wounds when he caught Gay in 
possession but his angled shot was 
blocked by Harp. 

Dare and Gay, who had a good battle 
throughout, were added to referee Em- 
merson's bulging book after tangling 
late on. 

Dare then found Andy Whitefield but 
his shot was tipped over by Harp.
